MY DEAII Sin:— 


It rained incessnntly through the day 


yesterday, and New York looked dreary 
enough j .the streets were almost impassa- 
ble, and overcoats and umbrellas were in 
great demand. The rain wns very much 
needed, and I presume that no one could in 
reason complain, although-all suffered more 
or less inconvenience; if anything it raina 
harder to-day, than it did yesterday, and 
my opportunity for observation on the Rjver 
will be poor enough,—however, I presume 
that very many of your readers have wit-

Captains. He has passed his whole life 
on this River, and is thoroughly experienced

Gentlemanly and agreeable in his manners 
he has a smile and pleasant word for every 
oiie, and you feel at home wherever he is 
by his ease and familiarity; a truo gcntle- 
JPf.n,in every sense of the,.word, us con-;
